The Applicants mostly raise similar arguments as provided in the "Remarks" filed on 2/27/2007 and responded to by the Examiner in the 
Final Office Action mailed on 5/17/2007. 

As for the new arguments/issues raised by the Applicants such as, "[in turn] monitoring of sensors as recited in independent claims 1 and 
9 encompasses a time-division monitoring of the sensors and [reference] fails to teach or suggest any type of time -division monitoring of 
motion sensors", the Examiner respectfully points out that these particular limitations are not included in the claim language. 

In other words, in response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted 
that the features upon which applicants rely (i.e., "time -division monitoring of sensors") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the cl aims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Moreover, Applicants' assertion that "[reference] must have two (2) analog inputs that are converted into a digital output for a processing 
unit... wherein the digital output has a first subset of bits representative of one motion sensor.. .and a second subset of bits representative 
of the other motion sensor...", the Examiner, again, respectfully points out that these particular limitations, which the Applicants' are 
relying on, are not included in the claim language or the written specification. 

Finally, Applicants' repeated assertion that neither of Depeursinge, Choi or Verplaetse teach a processor that is operable to monitor 
sensor signals in turn, and that each one of these three prio r art references disclose a concurrent monitoring of motion sensor signals, 
the Examiner maintains that these features are disclosed in each one of these three references as set forth in the previous Final Office 
Action mailed on 5/17/2007. 
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
